ORDER

On December 7, 2004, Jessamine-South Elkhorn Water District (“Jessamine-
South Elkhorn”) filed with the Commission a revised water user agreement contract for
new customer service. The proposed revised water user agreement contains new
charges that are not currently set forth in Jessamine-South Elkhorn’s filed rate
schedules and constitute non-recurring charges. Administrative Regulation 807 KAR
5:011, Section 10, specifies that procedure for requesting authority to assess a non-
recurring charge. Jessamine-South Elkhorn’s filing does not comply with Administrative
Regulation 807 KAR 5:011, Section 10. Accordingly, the Commission finds that
Jessamine-South Elkhorn’s submission should be rejected.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Jessamine-South Elkhorn’s filing is rejected for its non-compliance with
Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:011.

2. Subject to the filing of timely petition for rehearing pursuant to KRS
278.400, these proceedings are closed. The Executive Director shall place any future
filings in the appropriate utility’s general correspondence file or shall docket the filing as

a new proceeding.



3. Nothing contained herein shall preclude Jessamine-South Elkhorn from
applying in a future Commission proceeding for authority to assess the non-recurring
charges set forth in the proposed revised water user agreement.
